A moat is m.'irkalilo fish wna taken 
by a fishenuan angling in very deep 
water for eial in Port Oridi.'ird Iwy. 
For lack of a niori' appropHato name 
it liRM fKi-n liK’iilly (lesignated a "Hi- 
waali uiemiaid." It is a ivpulsivo, 
ferix ioiis memlx'rof the lower verto- 
brates and has jaws and teoth 
strong enough to bite off the hand of 
any llshenuan who might bo un- 
lucky enough to get eanglit. 

This i^.'ticular individual was out 
after ^Aund HfisKsl a fish while the 
flstaorimn was hauling it in. In 
grabliing tin* isxl tlie monster lie- 
eamc caught witli the liooksand then 
Is^gan a fearful struggle for fivedom. 
It imlled on the lino with the 
strength of a contrary mule, but was 
finally overcome anil drawn to the 
surface, where the .struggle was rs-^ 
uewed with a dinporation worthy of 
a shark. The luckless creature fought 
and floundered and gruhbed the gun- 
wale of the Isiat and took out great 
splintei's with its strong teeth. It 
was finally hanleil alsiard, hut even 
after Ix-ing overcome and juirtially 
stunned it grahlieil the handle of a 
hammer wliich was l^’ing in the boat 
and bit it half in two. Each time it 
would «'t its teeth into any obj4fit 
the creature liecame perfectly rigid, 
ns much so us if it were n log. 

The fish or whatever ill .may be is 
ascalulosii, fiuluss object 5^ feet long, 
4 wiUji ,u Itead nsiemhling.dueely that 
of an old man, a doukby.or a calf, 
according to the jioint of Vision from 
w’hlch it is viowixl. Its proixirtions 
are graceful, tapering fi*om a bead 
the size of an tmhulleil cocoanut to a 
more (loint. In place of the dorsal fin 
is a thin, knifelike appendage which 
extends from the liose of the bead to 
the tip of the tail. It is about five 
inches wide in the widest portion. 
Underneath the animal, where the 
anal fin should bo, is a similar struc- 
ture, but not half so wide. Under- 
iK-ath the two gills ore two earliko 
apiiendages uearly the size of one's 
hand, and to this is duo in great part 
the rcsemblonoo to the c^f or don- 
key head. 

The head is very short, rounded, 
with a beaked upjieuranoe, with 
powerful jaws set witli heavy teeth 
like those of a dog, only more nu- 
merous. Its skin is much like that 
of a mud shark, dark, thick and 
' tough, hut the meat is said to be 
very white and delicate looking. At 
the hose of the long dorsal fin struc- 
ture is a series of beautiful silver 
colonHl siMits, which extend in 
IKitcbes of half a dozen or more for 
the eutiro length. 

About the nearest description given 
in the natural history works answer- 
ing to this i>articulur fish is that of 
the Ifl>idmndi»Ja,, pr thy ...hsaggii 
fishes. Allof them are elongated 
and very much compressed, resem- 
bling a band of rihbpQ. lower 

jaw is more or less prominent, with 
Lirgv barbed teeth.— Beattie Letter in 
Giucinuati Enquirer.

proceeil promptly is inadmis-ible 
The langiuge, “wlienever notifieil,’’ 
cannot be construed to adniit of delay 
on the part nt the trii.stees ns to eith- 
er levying the tax oriniilding, repair- 
ing, or fnniishing, or all, fls the case 
maybe. If found better for the dis- 
trict to borrow for immediate pay- 
ment of contractors and school sup- 
ply companies than to go in debt to 
them, they can liorrow the money and 
pledge the clistrict.
